AUDITOR’S REPORT ON

We have examined the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Stratford as of and for the 
year ended December 31, 1988, as listed in the table 
of contents.

of the preceeding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of formind 
an opinion on the general purnose financial 
statements taken as a whole. The combining and 
individual fund financial statements and schedules 
listed in the table of contents are presented for 
purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
required part of the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Stratford. Such information 
has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied 
in the examination of the general purpose statements, 
and, in our ovinion, is fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the general purpose financial 
statements taken as a whole.

NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 


North Country Council observed its sixteenth year of 
successful operation in 1988. The Council, chartered 
under NH RSA 36:45, provides non-profit local and 
regional planning assistance to member municipalities. 
The Board of Directors determined that last vear's 
work program would focus on community planning, 
economic development, solid waste, transportation and 
housing. The Council maintains four standing 
committees which monitor local issues and determine 
Council policy. Overall, the Council's major 
objective is to work with North Country towns in 
solving local and regional problems. 


In Stratford, the Council sponsored a workshop entitled 
"Innovative Land Use Controls - Technical Worth 
Considering" and provided technical planning 

assistance to the Town's Planning Board. 


Community planning assistance continues to dominate 
our staff resources. New state mandates and rapid 
residential and commercial growth throughout the 
region placed an increasing burden on local planning 
and zoning boards in 1988. Regional workshops, 
technical bulletins and newsletters, ordinance review 
and update, as well as review of specific subdivision 
and site plan applications are a sampling of the © 
myriad services performed this for our membership. 
The Council aso co-sponsored the pvopular Municival 
Law Lecture Series which reviewed new case law and 
other specific areas of legal interest to local 
officials. 


In addition, grant writing and grant administration 
continue as important components of the Council's 
work program. Currently, NCC staff members are 
working in twleve towns administering fifteen 
Community Development Block Grant programs. These 
projects and sewer construction projects and targeted 
housing rehabilitation programs for income eligible 
residents. 


In summary, it is important to understand that the

As part of our 
examination, we made a study and evaluation of the 
internal control systems, including applicable 
internal administrative controls, used in administ- 
ering Federal financial assistance programs to the 
extent we considered necessary to evaluate the 
systems as required by generally accepted auditing 
standards, the standards for financial and compli- 
ance audits contained in the Standards for Audit.of 
Governmental Organizations, Programs, Activities, 
and Functions, issued by the U.S. General Accounting 
Office, the Single Audit Act of 1984, and the pro- 
visions of OMB Circular A-128, Audits of State and 
Local Governments, For the purpose of this report, 
we have classified the significant internal account- 
ing and administrative controls used in administer- 
ing Federal financial assistance programs in the 
following categories:

The management of the Stratford School District is 
responsible for establishing and maintaining inter- 
nal control systems used in administering Federal 
financial assistance programs.

responsibility, estimates and judgements by manage- 
ment are required to assess the expected benefits 
and related costs of control procedures. The object- 
ives of internal control systems used in administer- 
ing Federal financial assistance programs are to 
provide management with reasonable, but not absolute 
assurance that, with respect to Federal financial 
assistance programs, resource use is consistent with 
laws, regulations, and policies; resources are safe- 
guarded against waste, loss and misuse; and reliable 
data are obtained, maintained, and fairly disclosed 
in reports.

During the year ended June 30, 1988, the Stratford 
School District expended 100% of its Federal 
financial assistance under these nonmajor Federal 
financial assistance programs. 


With respect to internal control systems used in 
administering these nonmajor Federal financial 
assistance programs, our study and evaluation in- 
cluded considering the types of errors and irregul- 
arities that could occur, determining the internal 
control procedures that should prevent or detect 
such errors and irregularities, determining whether 
the necessary procedures are prescribed and are 
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being followed satisfactorily, and evaluating any 
weaknesses. 


Our study and evaluation was more limited than would 
be necessary to express an opinion on the internal 
control systems used in administering the Federal 
financial assistance programs of the Stratford 
School District. Accordingly, we do not express an 
opinion on the internal control systems used in 
administering the Federal financial assistance 
proertame Of the Stratford School District’. 


However, our study and evaluation and our exmination 
disclosed no condition that we believe to be a mat- 
erial weakness in relation to a Federal financial 
assistance program.

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MESSAGE FROM THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


In preparing for the StratfordPschogheprerr act 
Annual Meeting, I could not escape the fact that 
once again the school district is facing difficult 
times. It would appear that this school district 
and its voters have been faced with very difficult 
decisions these past few years. The voters have 
been asked to sustain increased costs of educating 
the children with little or no expansion in the tax 
base. 


The school board and staff have made efforts to 
keep costs at a minimum and yet like other aspects 
of our lives the costs have increased. The school 
board has met several times to work on the budget to 
present a reasonable budget that would support the 
basic programs of the school. The budget presented 
in this report will support the basic programs of 
the school. It will allow for more curriculum off- 
erings to meet the needs of students.  TIt)will 
strengthen the curriculum in the middle grades. 


It should be noted that although there is a 5% 
increase in the budget, the amount of money to be 
raised by taxes is less than last year. The reason 
for this is that we have received more funds than 
anticipated from the state. As some of you may know 
part of this increased income comes from additional 
sweepstakes monies, specifically $20,668.00, which 
will be returned by the Department of Revenue Admin- 
istration to reduce the tax assessment this fall. 


In addition to the budget work, the school 
board approved the formation of a committee to éexa- 
mine the future of the school. This committee, 
consisting of citizens and educators, has held one 
meeting at the time of this report and is scheduled 
to meet again. Consultants from the State Depart- 
ment of Education are scheduled to come and discuss 
minimum standards with the committee, 


Several projects approved last year are either 
completed or close to completion. Safety switches 
and a portable dust-collecting device for the wood 
machines have been installed in the shop area, as 
well as an air filter unit. The attic haa=peen 
insulated. New doors have been ordered and the 
modifications to the "old ventilation duct system" 
have been scheduled. These repairs to the facility 
will have some positive effects on fuel consumption, 
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I would like to publicly thank members of the 
school board for their efforts and contributions on 
a variety of projects, especially the repair of the 
entrance roof near the principal's office. 


As in the past I urge you, the citizens of 
Stratford, to come to the meeting, to be informed, 
and trust that you will support the school and its 
programs to the best of your ability.

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RIGHTS OF PARENTS OR GUARDIANS 


As the parent or guardian of a child who may require or who 
is receiving special education and/or related services, you 
have the following rights: 


*You have the right to have access to and examine all records 
relating to your child's education. 


*You have a right to receive prior written notice whenever the 
local educational agency proposes to begin or change the 
special educational referral, evaluation and/or educational 
placement of your child. You also have a right to give your 
written consent before initial special education placement 

and before any individual evaluation of your child. 


*You have a right to question any matter,decision or recom- 
mendation relating to your child's referral, evaluation or 
educational placement. 


*You have a right to request an independent educational evalu- 
ation obtained by the local educational agency. If your 
request is accepted, the evaluation will be conducted by a 
certified or licensed professional examiner who is independent 
of the local educational agency and will be performed at no 
cost to you. Should your request be denied, you have a right 
to appeal this decision as described below. 


*If you have any complaints regarding the referral, evaluation 
or educational placement of your child, you have a right to 
meet with the school board. If any agreement is unable to be 
reached, you have the right to an impartial hearing conducted 
by a state appointed due process hearing officer. 


*At this hearing, you have the right to be assisted by person- 
(person's) with special knowledge or training, or by an attor- 
ney, and the right to present evidence and confront, cross- 
examine and compel the attendance of witnesses.
